Pioneer is looking forward to 
a very expanding future! 

This year Pioneer is overwhelm- 
ed with a total enrollment of 2605. 
This extra-large student body in- 
cludes 869 new freshmen, and 794 
sophomores. The junior class this 
year was enriched with many new 
students from El Rancho, in addi- 
tion to the already 443 juniors. 
The smallest class at Pioneer is 
the senior class which has 229. 

The unification act this year, 
which has presented Pioneer with 
juniors from El Rancho has made 
Pioneer the largest school in the 
Whittier Union High School Dis- 
trict. 

Opening school for the first time 
thre years ago Pioneer had 933 
enrolled, the second year Pioneer 
had an enrollment of 1305, and 
last year school had a total of 
1777 students. 

The first newspaper in the Unit- 
ed States was Benjamin Harris'

New Teachers Start 
New School Year 



Pioneer High School, the school 
with largest enrollment in the 
Whittier Union High School Dis- 
trict, also has the largest num- 
ber of teachers. The staff consists 
of 117 members, 44 of whom are 
new to Pioneer this year.

Mario Romero, Pioneer's foreign exchange student from Costa Rica, 
finds Costa Rican city life about the same as American city life. 

Mario comes to Whittier from San Jose, capital of Costa Rica where 
he says the grading is done by numbers instead of letters. For example, 
the numbers six through ten would be good grades, while the numbers 
one through five would be bad. 



This is one of the differences be- 
tween Costa Rican schooling and 
that in the United States. Another 
difference is that there are no 
schools known as high schools. A 
high school in the United States 
would be a first college in Costa 
Rica. Students in the Central 
American country go to first col- 
lege for five years. 

Twist music is "very, very pop- 
ular" in Costa Rica, according to 
Mario. He puts Chubby Checker 
first on the popular list and Elvis 
Presley second. Ricky Nelson and 
Pat Boone are also included. 

Mario says that his diversions 
include football, movies, swim- 
ming, and fishing. 

The national anthem of his 
country is "Himno Nacional" and 
the typical song is "Punto Juana- 
casteco." 

There are two television chanels 
in Costa Rica. A favorite with 
Costa Ricans, Mario says, is "The 
Flintstones." Costa Rica also sees 
such United States programs as 
"77 Sunset Strip" and "Chey- 
enne."/ 

Costa Rica has an average tem- 
perature of seventy degrees all 
year around. There are two sea- 
sons, one of which is equivalent to 
summer in the United States (in- 
vierno). Mario has never seen 
snow since it never falls in his 
country. Students in Costa Rica 
wear summer clothes all year be- 
cause of the climate. 

"I'm so glad to be in the United 
States - in Whittier exactly be- 
cause I know more about the 
American people than I did in 
Costa Rica," Mario comments. "In 
Costa Rica, we like the American 
people very much." 

Mario is making his home with 
Mr. and Mrs. David Hilberg and 
sons Alan and Duane, who reside 
at 7648 South Danby Avenue, 
Whittier. Alan is a junior at Pio- 
neer. 

World Friendship Club 

The American Field Service 
(AFS) is the organization which 
is sponsoring the trips such as the 
one Mario has made. The inter- 
national club on campus tries to 
raise money so that the experience 
of foreign exchange can take place. 
The international club is also 
known as the Pioneer High World 
Friendship Club. It is affiliated 
with the AFS as a student chapter. 

How may one become an AFS 
student representative from Pio- 
neer? At the end of the sopho- 
more year at Pioneer, students 
who are interested will receive ap- 
plications to fill out in their basic 
course classes. These applications 
are sent to the Pioneer chapter of 
the AFS. From these applications 
three or four students will be 



chosen and interviewed. Then the 
finalist is chosen, and must be ap- 
proved by the head office of the 
AFS in New York.

Have you ever hiked 13 miles 
down Mount Whitney at midnight 
with a knife in you back? 

Don Adams has. It's part of his 
hobby. 

Don, a sophomore, moved to 
Pico Rivera from Ontario, Canada, 
two years ago. Since then this 
slight, dark Titan has climbed 
three major California mountains: 
Mount Whitney, the highest in 
continental United States, Mount 
Gorgonio, the highest in Southern 
California, and Mount San Jancin- 
to. 

Plans Are Upset 

Unexpected adventure turned up 
with the bad weather on Mount 
Whitney. 

Don, his uncle, and a girl cousin, 
tackled the 26 mile trail of the 
14,501 ft. mountain in August, 
1961.

But it took only two 
days and one terrible night. 

"Every 45 minutes it was hail- 
ing golf balls on the way up," Don 
says sarcasticly, "an it rained 
most of the time in between." 

By nightfall their 25 lb. packs 
were dripping, and so were they. 
After slowly toiling up switch-

New Ideas Tested 
By C HEM Study 



Testing an entirely new idea in 
teaching, Pioneer has begun a 
third trial CHEM Study class with 
28 new students, taught by Mr. 
Ray Fritsch. 

CHEM Study's code is general- 
ly, "Experiment first — discussion 
later," whereas traditional high 
school chemistry classes follow a 
routine of study first — experiment 
later to prove what was read. 

"Students learn by doing, rather 
than by the old method of mem- 
orization," says Ray Fritsch in 
describing the Chemical Education 
Material Study at work in his 
classroom. 

Each of the 28 students in the 
class were given a candle on the 
first day of study and asked to 
write all their observations of it: 
the flame, the texture, the drip- 
ping wax. 

And thus began laboratory 
learning, minus the dictates of a 
textbook. 

"This is a better method of 
teaching chemistry," Fritsch says, 
"Because it adds a sense of signi- 
figance to ... . chemistry." 

This is his first try in handling 
the pi a n, it being started and 
taught at Pioneer High for two 
years by Mr. Robert French, now 
Coordinator of Instruction. 

The CHEM Study program was 
• started at the University of Calif- 
ornia at Berkely in January, 1960. 
Mr. French was one of the origi- 
nal 24 teachers who offered the 
' CHEM Study plan. After a 
month's orientation at Berkely he 
began a class for the 1960-1961 
school year. 

This year the group of 24 origi- 
nators in Los Angeles, San Fran- 



cisco, and including one in New 
York, will have multiplied to 150 
schools throughout the United 
States. Whittier Union High 
School and Santa Fe High also 
have CHEM Study on trial. 

Everyone in the class is re- 
quired to keep detailed records 
of all experiments in a special 
notebook. 

"In CHEM Study they have 
open book examinations, because 
there isn't much memorization, 
but a reasoning process is in- 
volved," says Mr. F re n c h. 
Through reasoning out problems 
in the lab, he says students be- 
come more familiar with chemis- 
try and can truly understand theo- 
ries. 

"CHEM Study students learn 
the same material, but in a dif- 
ferent way that is more interes- 
ting and permanent," Mr. Fitsch 
assured. It is not a class designed 
for honor students only, but for 
all chemistry classes. 

Fritsch's class is comprised of 
13 sophomores and 15 juniors.

"They have a minimum of des- 
cription and historical chemistry, 
dealing more with chemical con- 
cepts . . . developed through lab 
experiments," explains French.

Driver's Education 

The Whittier Union High 
School District, this year is again 
offering it's sophomore and junior 
students Driver's Education op- 
portunities. 

This will be accomplished by a 
combination of both in the class- 
room driver's education, and nine 
days of behind the wheel exper- 
ience. 

Driver's Education in the class- 
room will include the study of 
rules and regulations that will be 
used on the state highways. This 
will be done to insure that before 
the student reaches the streets in 
a vehicale he knows what the rules 
are concerning the operation of 
that vehicle. By using this knowl- 
ege the student learning to drive 
will not endanger the lives of oth- 
er drivers. 

This will be followed by an op- 
tional course of "Behind the wheel 
Training," consisting of practical 
instruction in the operation of a 
motor vehicle. This course consists 
of orientation, a day of right and 
left turn training. 

These classes in driver's educa- 
tion have become one of the main 
factors in cutting down teen-age 
insurance and accidents, in the 
knowledge that proper attitude 
will make better teen-age drivers. 

Attitude is important in the 
proper operation of a 'car. It has 
been said that if everyone could 
just take the classroom part of 
driver's education one out of every 
three accidents could be avoided. 

Insurance companies consider 
these classes important in the pre- 
vention of accidents. So important 
that they are allowing twenty % 
off the price of automobile insur- 
ance.

Representatives Discussing 
Amendments to Constitution

What could be a reorganization 
and improvement of the House of 
Representatives and the Senate 
was started this month when six 
amendments to the ASB Constitu- 
tion were presented to the House 
by the ASB Cabinet. 

Representatives met yesterday 
to discuss pros and cons of the 
issue. Year long discussions are 
anticipated over what new form 
the Congress will take, but gov- 
ernment leaders are in agreement 
that the present Congress is inef- 
fectual and must change. 

Until now there have been no 
amendments to Pioneer's four 
year old ASB Constitution, and 
Mr. Harry Eddy Cabinet Advisor, 
says, "These amendments are per- 
haps the most worthwhile things 
that the House has ever worked 



Improvement Needed 

Jerry Herbert, ASB President, 
conceived the idea of creating a 
Congress with a better line of 
communication to individual stu- 
dents, and interested congressmen. 

The Cabinet has taken too much 
responsibility under the present 
system, while the larger body of 
government is dead weight in fin- 
ishing business and accomplish- 
ing school unity, Chuck Boyer, 
Speaker of the House, feels. 

These reasons why reorganiza- 
tion is necessary come from the 
Cabinet: 

1. The House and Senate don't 
meet often enough to take care 
of emergency matters that arise 
between meetings and the respon- 
sibility is taken by the Cabinet. 

2. They are too big to accom- 
plish actual legislation at their 
meetings. 

3. Their meetings interfere with 
classroom procedure (now they 
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meet during class time.) 

4. Students who are Senators or 
Representatives often have no in- 
terest in Congress and hold down 
progress. 

Based On Experience 

These evaluations were based 
on experience with the Congress 
under the original constitution. 
Under it House members are 
elected from each basic course 
class and they meet twice a 
month. 

The amendments change this 
ot each senior, junior, sophomore, 
and freshman class electing one 
representative for each 100 stu- 
dents in their class at a Spring 
election. The House would meet 
then twice a week for at least 40 
minutes, probably outside of 
class time. 

Under these original amend- 
ments club presidents would be 
removed from the Senate. Three

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Balance of Power 

Student government is taken for granted, but it is one of the 
unique American customs that is considered a great privilege in 
the eyes of those teenagers who don't have it. We have had from 
Pioneer's beginning a democratic representative government that is 
in control of all school extra-curricular activities. 

Besides student government giving elected officers a practical 
education in leadership, we see a better advantage in our system. 
Under our government each student has the power to effect a change 
in school life. Each individual's "citizenship" is as important as he 
can make it. This brings out the true spirit of our national govern- 
ment. 

But that is only theoretically true. At Pioneer it doesn't work 
that way. It never has. And finally, this year, somebody is going 
to try something that just might make it work, so we will be taking 
advantage of our privilege. 

Jerry Herbert, ASB President, and the ASB Cabinet, are pro- 
posing to the House of Representatives that it reorganize the Con- 
gress because under the present form the purposes of student gov- 
ernment aren't fulfilled. 

Communication between government and student is nearly non- 
existent. Lack of enthusiasm leaves the Congress a huge lethargic 
unit that is not a practical legislative body. 

The Cabinet has been the workhorse of responsibility for the 
past three years, and has now gained Legislative control from Con- 
gress. Originally the ASB Constitution provided for a student gov- 
ernment patterned after our Federal government, with checks and 
balances of power. But the result of the first Constitution has been 
a powerless Congress and a strong Cabinet. 

Such a large House meeting so frequently doesn't afford the 
individual student the opportunity to be heard through his repre- 
sentative on important issues. The small number of Cabinet mem- 
bers can't confer with the entire student body. . ,, 

What has been proposed is that House and Senate be made 
smaller, more powerful, and more aware of student's opinions. The 
great debate is now not whether we should reorganize, but how we 
will reorganize. —By MARILYN FAIRFIELD

He named the last Thursday in November as Thanks- 
giving Day, and so did each President after him, until 1939, when 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt proclaimed the fourth Thursday 
in November as Thanksgiving Day. He did this to give retail stores 
a longer "Christmas buying season," but some state governors con- 
tinued to observe the last Thursday. In 1941 Congress passed a law 
declaring that from that time the fourth Thursday in November 
would be the national holiday. Canada also celebrates Thanks- 
giving Day. 

Let us look forward this Thanksgiving to all of the wonderful 
blessings that are ours. With grateful hearts may we give thanks 
and may we never lose the true meaning of Thanksgiving.

Whittier College 
Administers SAT

SAT, the Scholastic Aptitude Test, will be given to seniors going 
to college tomorrow at 8:30 a.m. at Whittier College. The test is to 
help colleges make choices among students who want admission. 
Two Scores 



The test is written to determine 
one's ability to do college work. 
It is composed of five or six sec- 
tions of objective, multiple-choice 
questions. The participants will 
have two scores on the test, one 
for verbal sections and the other 
for mathematical sections. The 
problems are to appear on the 
test in an order of their difficulty. 

Also to be given during the 
testing period are the Writing 
Sample or First Achievement Test, 
the Second Achievement Test, and 
the Third Achievement Test. 

A ticket of admission is required 
in order to take the tests. It may 
be obtained about one month prior 
to the test date. One must send 
an application card and test fee 
to the College Board first. 
Regulations 

There are certain regulations at 
all test centers. Each student 
planning to take the test should 
not bring books, study aids, or 
scratch paper into the test room. 
The margins of the test book are 
to be used for any needed calcula- 
tions. It is suggested that students 
bring watches with them. Tests 
will be given at no other time than 
that which has been scheduled. 

It is also suggested that stu- 
dents bring three or four sharp- 
ened No. 2 pencils with erasers or 
a mechanical pencil. No ballpoint 



pens should be used in taking the 
test. 

The SAT will also be given on 
January 12, March 2, May 18, and 
August 14, 1963.

Supplementary Achieve- 
ment Tests will be given on Feb- 
ruary 5, 1963. Interested students 
are to see their counselor, and are 
not to write the College Board. 
Those who have registered with 
the College Board to take the SAT 
are able to take these Supplemen- 
tary Achievement Tests at no ad- 
ditional cost. 

Those students interested in the 
SAT may obtain information from 
pamphlets titled "Bulletin of In- 
formation" and "A Description of 
the College Board Scholastic Ap- 
titude Test," which are available 
in the Guidance Office.

effects. The lighting changes are 
timed with the scenes on stage. 

Scenery for plays is formed 
from basic pieces called flats. 
There are door, window, fireplace, 
and arch flats. When added to 
stage properties, an indoor setting 
is formed. Flats can be as tall as 
twenty feet, but the average width 
is no more than five feet nine 
inches in some theaters. Narrow 
flats I are known as "jogs." The 
frames of flats are made of white 
pine with a muslin cover. 
Paint Flats 

When the muslin cover of the 
flats dries, it is painted. Scenery 
paint consists of whiting and 
ground dry pigments, water, and 
other ingredients. Whiting, by the 
way, is a type of fine powder. 
Ready-mixed casein paints are 
also used in the painting of scen- 
ery. Dry pigments can be used to 
change the different colors of 
paints. Pigments are powdered 
substances which are mixed with 
liquids. 

All of the objects on stage with 
the exception of the painted scen- 
ery and costumes are the "stage 
properties" or "props." Properties 
must not only be easy to move, 
but they must be durable also. 
Furniture props are usually real. 
A lightweight tree trunk is often 
made by the cutting of two irreg- 
ular disks of white pine, which 
are one inch thick.

Cables Stymie Students 

We're just wild about the grass, flowers, and ivy, you understand. 
The campus looks 100% better now that we have some. 

But unless one is under three feet tall, or rides a kangaroo, and 
is immune to the tardiness policy, he finds on thing about the campus 
which is impossible to live with. The protection of the grass and shrub- 
bery has created a problem as bad as the one it ended. 

The mud is gone but the cables are up — just high enough so 
that you can't get over them, low enough so that you can't get under 
them. 

Mr. Bob Houston, new grounds foreman, and his men painfully 
nursed to life the campus Pioneer has needed. It was a tough job. 
Working with them the Whittier Union High School District fastened 
waist-high cables, along corridors with poles, to protect the shrubs 
next to the walks. "The cables will be up permanently . . . they are 
a necessity for shrub growth," Mr. Houston says. 

The cables help the grounds. But what will help the students? 

Areas facing the quad, and the locker sections on Bus. Ed. 200 
and Math 100, are areas so congested between classes that students 
often have to take wide detours, but still end up late for class. Vital 
access to lockers is also lost. 

Pioneer has the largest student body in the District. Main thor- 
oughfares must be kept clear. Cables present a safety hazard too. They 
are not properly marked and accidents are caused by people running 
into them. 

We do not feel that the grass and shrubs should be trampled 
into short-cut paths for the students. Pioneer has a beautiful campus, 
but the price we are paying is too high. 

We recommend that action soon be taken by the administration 
to remove those cables that overcrowd corridors, hinder access to 
lockers, and block main thoroughfares, only, and to prevent accidents, 
clearly mark the cables that remain. — By Marilyn Fairfield

Reps Wonder About 
House Amendments

The amendments proposed by the 
Cabinet, House of Representatives, 
and Senate have aroused mixed 
feelings. A poll was taken to find 
the reasons behind the support of 
these amendments or dislike of 
them. Results of this poll have not 
been published. 

The proposed amendments are 
(1) Representatives shall be 
elected in the spring of each year 
from each class. One representa- 
tive per hundred students in the 
class. (2) The House shall meet at 
least three times a week with 40 
minute sessions, (3) The Senate 
is composed of three Senators 
from each class elected in the 
spring of each year, (4) Senators 
shall provide a written progress 
report at the close of the school 
year for all chartered clubs and 
organizations, (5) The Senate shall 
meet at least twice a week with 
40 minute sessions and (6) Each 
house shall make rules concern- 
ing the conduct of its members. 

Lisa Brailoff, sophomore — "... 
They're making a change for the 
sake of saying a change was made. 
It might work if they really re- 
fine and get all the rough edges 
off the plan. A change is needed 
. . . Pioneer has outgrown its pres- 
ent system. I will probably vote 
against the present amendments, 
but it's not certain. My class is 
beginning to understand . . . but 
I can't see how the whole ASB will 
understand enough to vote intel- 
ligently." 

Jo Ann Guggisberg, junior — "If 
the Representatives were elected 
this way, they would ... do a good 
job. Also, with fewer Representa- 
tives . . . it would be easier to 
carry out business. I think that ev- 
eryone has just a vague under- 
standing of the amendments and 
classes are just beginning to un- 
derstand." 

Leila Daniel, junior — "We are 
getting no place fast in the House 
meetings. It is taking to long to 
decide . . . The amendments aren't 
as complicated as people have 
complained they are. I believe that 
if the students are able to carry 
out the present amendments, they 
will be successful." 

Angie Lopez, sophomore — "I 
think that the amendments will 
improve the effectiveness of the 
House and I intend to vote "yes" 
on them . . . I've taken them back 
to my Basic Course class where 
the majority of the students are 
for them. 

Richard Le Fevern, senior — "I 
think they're a good idea. As it 
stands now, the legislative branch 
is too inefficient." 

Tim Morris, sophomore — "First 
of all, I don't dig them. I don't like 
the augmented council plan. The 
House does not understand the 
amendments ... I don't think my 
class understands them either." 

Gene Herbert, senior — "They're 
excellent! The plan presented to 
the school legislature, not only 
gives the student representative 
more power but also the represen- 
tatives more closely represent the

After hearing many displeased 
comments about the "drawing out 
of a hat" method used to choose 
the 1962 Homecoming Queen, the 
Tribune started to poll students to 
find out how they felt. Then 
JoAnn Guggisburg, junior, raised 
this question of policy at a meet- 
ing of the House of Representa- 
tives. 

House Votes Change 

The House voted to change the 
selection method at that meeting, 
and formed a committee to write 
a bill introducing a new method. 
This week the House met again 
( and discussed the issue. If they 
passed a bill presenting a new 
Queen selection policy it will go 
to the Senate, the ASB Cabinet, 
• and maybe eventually to the en- 
tire student body for passage. 

This issue is a school affair and 
it is the responsibility of each stu- 
dent to make his opinion heard. 
People that we have polled showed 
concern and many offered fine 
suggestions for a new Homecom- 
ing Queen selection policy if they 
advocated the change. 

This Homecoming, Oct. 20, the 
Homecoming Queen, Sue Totta, 
won the honor under this method: 

1. The faculty, Varsity Club, and 
the Junior and Senior Councils 
voted for the senior girls they 
thought should be the nominees. 

2. Mr. Harry Eddy, ASB Cabi- 
net Advisor, Jerry Herbert, ASB 
President, and Tom Ryan, ASB 
Vice President sorted from those 
voted upon the six girls receiving 
the most votes. They became the 
Princesses. 

3. The names of these Princesses 
were placed in envelopes, and at 
the Homecoming game the names 
were drawn from a box by a spec- 
tator. The girl whose name was 
drawn last became the Home- 
coming Queen. 

266 Agree 

This year Pioneer had a lovely 
Homecoming Court and the tastes 
of their selectors is not doubted. 
However, over half of those we 
polled didn't like the method by 
which they were selected. 

Of 377 students, from each 
grade level, 266 were not satisfied 
with the present policy. 

Of 142 juniors polled, 124 sug- 
gested a change. 

Of 22 seniors polled, 16 checked 
the "don't like it" column. 

Of 119 sophomores polled, 93 
think it is "unfair.f 

Of 90 freshman polled, 68 don't 
like the Queen selection system. 

Many others feel the way Ralph 
Hammond, junior, did when he 
said, ". . . It is not representative 
of the student body, nothing in the 
system concerns anyone other than 
the senior class." 

But senior Sherlin Nease thinks 
"the Queen honor should be re- 
served for a senior girl." 
Class Princesses 

"There should be Princesses 
from each class," Rochele Marus- 
ka, sophomore, says. 

"I like it the way it is because 
... it is not a popularity contest 



that may hurt feelings," Bobbie 
Wright, senior, remarks. 

"The way we had it gave more 
girls a chance to be Queen or 
Princess and it isn't limited to the 
popular few," a junior added. 

". . . The Varsity Club and the 
Junior and Senior Councils should 
vote on the finalists to select a 
Queen," says Chuck Boyer, junior, 
Speaker of the House and member 
of the ASB Cabinet

Leader, says," The Court should 
be chosen by the Varsity Club . . .

"The senior class should nomi- 
nate princesses from each class, 
and then the whole student body 
should vote on them for Queen 
and Court," comments Barbara 
Everly, freshman.

Pioneer Rated Most 
Logical for Field

This year as last, the question floating around most of the Pioneer 
athletic circles is: Will the District build a new stadium? Last year 
when it was learned that Ranchito School District had united itself and 
called the group El Rancho Unified High School District, this reporter 
undertook the meanial task of finding the facts about what the District 
would do about the stadium situa- 



tion. 

Three Stadiums 

The situation remains nearly the 
same, but with High School No. 7 
being built the problem increases 
slightly. This football season the 
Whittier District rented the El 
Rancho Stadium and the Whittier 
College Stadium, besides using the 
district's only field, Calhi. At times 
during the course of the season up 
to four games were played on Fri- 
day and Saturday on the El Ran- 
cho and Calhi fields. 

In fact, this reporter remem- 
bers one weekend where Friday 
night both El Rancho and Calhi 
were in use, while Saturday after- 
noon both fields were again oc- 
cupied and then were filled for 
the evening — besides Whittier be- 
ing in use Friday night. 
Calhi 

Presently the California High 
Student Body is asking for contri- 
butions to enlarge their seating ca- 
pacity from 10,000 to around 15,- 
000 or 20,000. This is an excel- 
lent idea but it doesn't really help 
matters much. With so many 
teams playing the condition of the 
field turf is decreasing with every 
minute of play. 

Recently Whittier College let it 
be known that they were very in- 
terested in building a new, much 
larger, stadium to comply with the 
large number of fans who flock to 
see our fine local college in ac- 
tion. The main reason for the new 
field, besides the antiquated stands, 
is the terrible condition of the 
playing field and lighting facilities 
available at night. 

Although, this would be an im- 
provement in my opinion it still 
would not remedy the situation 
with eight schools playing once a 
week, the conditions of the al- 
ready sad turf would increase even 
more after a half a season's play 
next year. 

Now the big question arises: 
which school should be the lucky 
one. Well by methodical elimina- 
tion Pioneer is actually the best 
suited. If the field were built at 
La Serna there would be two 
strikes against construction before 
it was ever started. One being that 
Lancerland is too distant a bus trip 
for a home game for Pioneer and 
Santa Fe. Number two would be 
the fact that presently the Lan- 
cers don't even have a home track, 
but use nearby Calhi so consequent-

ly the district would have to go 
through the rigamarol of building 
all this. 

Santa Fe and La Serna are both 
in residential sections. The Chiefs 
couldn't support a field because 
there is no 220-yard straightaway 
on their track. Sierra, only three- 
quarters of a mile from Condor 
Haven is too close to Calhi to war- 
rant a stadium. 

This leaves High School No. 7, 
Whittier and Pioneer. High School 
No. 7 would be no soap because it's 
a new school and Whittier already 
is the sole tennant, high school 
wise, of Whittier College. 

Logically this leaves the Titans 
of Pioneer High who do have a 
220-yard straightaway, who do 
have wide boulevards surrounding 
them, besides the nearby Freeway 
which is being constructed. In our 
school plans there is just enough 
room for the stadium and we are 
centrally located.

Economic Struggle 
Between Major Powers 

In order to achieve equality with 
the Russian Soviets, here is what 
the United States would have to 
do. Abandon three-fifths of its 
steel capacity — abandon two- 
thirds of its petrol capacity — scrap 
two out of every three hydro-elec- 
tric plants — for get about ninety 
per cent of its natural gas — elim- 
inate ninety-five per cent of its 
electric motor output — rip up 
fourteen out of fifteen of our 
paved roads — destroy two out of 
every three of its railroad miles — 
sink eight of every nine of its 
ocean-going ships — junk nineteen 
of every twenty of its cars and 
trucks — slash all paychecks by 
three-fourths — transfer sixty mil- 
lion Americans back to farms — 
scrap forty million television sets 
— tear down seven out of every 
ten houses that now stand — in 
America there are about 370 
square feet of living space for ev- 
ery man, woman and child — in 
Russia there is about 79. 

In hours of labor, a Russian pays 
about thirty times as much for a 
suit of clothes, thirteen times as 
much for a pair of shoes, three 
times as much for bread and about 
six times as much for milk. 

It would seem that in spite of 
the Soviet's "economic miracle," 
the United States is still comfort- 
ably ahead.

El Rancho Gains 525 

El Rancho High School will gain 525 ex-Pioneer students next year. 

Shrinking the present student body of 2,680 to about 2,300, 441 
Pico-Rivera students attending Pioneer chose to attend El Rancho next 
year, while 539 will remain. 

Approximately 84 of the 1,064 Pico-Rivera students didn't return 
the decision cards which were is- 



Two different plans to establish 
unified school districts out of the 
present Whittier Union High 
School District were recommended 
by the Los Angeles County Aug- 
mented Committee on Unification 
at a meeting in the office of the 
Superintendent of School of Los 
Angeles County. 

The committee voted nine to 
five to recommend to the Califor- 
nia State Department of Educa- 
tion that "Plan Six" goes to the 
voters of the Whittier Union High 
School District in June. "Plan Six" 
is to form three unified school 
districts. These districts would be: 

District One — a union of East 
Whittier and South Whittier. Un- 
der this plan, California High, La 
Serna High, Sierra High, and a 
new high school to be built on 
Telegraph Road would be included 
in this district. 

District Two — a union of Whit- 
tier City and Los Nietos. Pioneer 
and Whittier High Schools would 
be in this district. 

District Three — Little Lake 
would be a district in itself. San- 
ta Fe High School would be in 
this district. 

A majority of the committee 
favored what was called "Plan 
Six" over Plan Seven." Under 
"Plan Seven" the Whittier Union 
High School District would be- 
come two unified school districts. 
The Whittier City and Los Nietos 
areas and the East Whittier and 
South Whittier areas would be- 
come one district. As in "Plan 
Six", Little Lake would form a 
district in itself. Mrs. Virginia 
Macy, member of the WUHSD 
board, called for a motion to have 
public hearings on "Plan Seven" 
during the committee meeting. 
This plan would appear on the 
Jume ballot only if approved by 
the County Committee and by the 
Board of Education in a March 
meeting. 

Under the plan of unification, 
all elementary schools and all high 
schools would be administered by 
a single school board.

An "expected" 50-50 division of 
the students was fulfilled when the 
Administration totaled the 539 stu- 
dents remaining and the students 
who are leaving, making a differ- 
ence of only 14 students.

Yatchan Fujii, Pioneer's first foreign exchange student, has been 
corresponding with the International Club regularly since last year 
when she left for Japan. Here is her most recent letter: 
Dear Pioneer Students, Faculty and International Club Members: 

It surprises me to think about the swift flow of time since I came 
back. I'm afraid my English has 



become poor as I hardly ever have 
chances to speak it, but I use it 
when I get angry with someone, 
or when I want to complain about 
some things.

U.S. to Give Regards 
To Irish Pirate Victim 

In the United States, it's hats off to Saint Patrick's Day! The day, 
of course, was named after Saint Patrick, Ireland's patron saint, and 
today his memory is found in the shamrock, the Blarney Stone — and 
even in the pinch in lieu of green! 

Saint Patrick was born around 387 at Bannavem. There has been 
some disagreement as to the coun-

try where Bannavem is located. 
Some say that it is located in Eng- 
land close to the Severn estuary, 
and some claim that it is located in 
Scotland near the city of Dum- 
barton. 

For Saint Patrick, sixteen years 
of age was a highpoint in his life. 
He was captured by Irish pirates. 
For six years he took care of 
flocks belonging to a chieftain in 
Ulster, Ireland. When he escaped 
from slavery, he went to France 
where he became a monk. He had 
a vision in the year 432 that sent 
him back to Ireland where he de- 
voted himself to being a mission- 
ary and . spreading Christianity. 
People recognized him as the one 
^who "found Ireland all heathen 
"and left it all Christian." 

One legend which centers around 
Saint Patrick is the one telling of 
•the time when he charmed all the 
snakes in Ireland to the seashore 
and drowned them. His autobiog- 
raphy is called "Confesssion." 

There are a few articles which 
are in Ireland today that are said 
to have once belonged to Saint 
Patrick. One of these articles is an 
iron bell with four sides. It may 
be found in the Museum of Arts 
and Sciences in Dublin. Another 
article is an old stone chair which 
is located on the Rock of Cashel. 
Not much is known for certain 
about Saint Patrick's life with the 
exception of his autobiography. 

Parades, dances, and celebra- 
tions help mark Saint Patrick's 
Day in the United States. San 
Francisco, California celebrates 
the day by customs which started 
in 1909. There is a parade on Mar- 
ket Street, a dance by the United 
Irish Societies, and mass in Saint 
Mary's Cathedral. The celebra- 
tions usually take place on the 
weekend closest to Saint Patrick's 
Day giving more people the oppor- 
tunity to participate. These cele- 
brations last two days.

WUHSD May Be 
Out" in July, 1964 

Started in 1890, the Whittier 
Union High School District may 
no longer be in existence come 
July, 1964. 

Whether or not the WUHSD 
will be split up depends upon the 
decision of the State Board of 
Education on March 14 and 15 
and the unification election on 
unifying East Whittier and South 
Whittier as a school district, Los 
Nietos and Whittier City as a 
distrjct, and Little Lake as a dis- 
trict in itself. This plan, known 
as "Plan Six," would make Pio- 
neer High School a part of the 
Los Nietos and Whittier City Dis- 
trict along with Whittier High 
School. 

The County Committee pre- 
viously okayed this unification 
plan. If it is approved by the 
State Board of Education, it will 
go to the voters in about 63 days. 
This election would require a 
majority vote in order for the 
unification plan to go into effect. 
After this unification election, the 
trustee election would be held. 
This board's job would be to hire 
a superintendent and aids. 

The history of unification of the 
WUHSD dates back to the time 
when the Ranchito School District 
left the WUHSD. El Rancho High 
School, a part of the RSD, left 
the WUHSD along with its dis- 
trict. Today the RSD has become 
the El Rancho Unified District. 
Two previous elementary school 
districts joined the former RSD.

Is a sixteen or seventeen year old capa- 
ble of joining the beaten path on the highways where millions die 
each year? First "Johnny," or any teenager, should ask himself this 
question: "Am I old enough, not only physically but emotionally 
and mentally as well?" Also he should ask himself this question: 
"Will I abide by the traffic laws and have the right attitude about 
driving?" The prospective driver should be honest with himself. One 
should know himself well before he is ready for the time when he 
miay find the lives of others in his hands. To drive a car because

Tony Curtis was ready for the press conference. This reporter, who 
had a preview invitation for the high school press, was ready to faint! 

With no microphone, the million- 
aire actor leaned forward over the 
first row of the small Hollywood 
Screen Guild theatre and earnest- 
ly answered the teenagers' ques- 
tions. This reporter earnestly 
leaned forward also. 

Star Magazines Bad 

"Movie magazines are the worst 
bunch of garbage. They do a great 
deal of personal harm," he an- 
swered a query. 

A few flash bulbs popped around 
him. 

Some one asked if there really 
was a "Frank Sinatra Clan" that 
dominated Hollywood. 

"That's the silliest thing. There 
is no such thing as a clan, just a 
group of people who like each 
other getting together. The news- 
papers play it up and call it a 
'clan'," Curtis said. 

His real name is Bernard 
Schwartz, he is 37 and he always 
wanted to be an actor. 

"I quit high school and enlisted; 
the war was on." 

Tony Curtis flashed his melting 
boy-smile and pointed to another 
raised hand. 

Start In Films 

"I started in films in 1949," he 
stated. 

"Acting is the ability to project 
the authors intent ... An actor 
should use his own personality in 
a role." 

Actors that have these qualities 
and who are Curtis' favorites are 
Marlon Brando and Cary Grant. 
He doesn't "particularly care for" 
his leading ladies. 

"Marlon Brando has the most 
unique style of using his personal- 
ity in a role that I've ever seen," 
he said emphatically. 

"When I first started I used the 
judgment of other people, now I 
let my instincts prevail," he re- 
vealed when asked how he chose 
scripts to suit his personality. 

"I get about 30 scripts each 
week," Tony told, "From these I 
select about six each year." 
■ "I like to do comedy and action 
pictures," he smiled buoyantly. 
Two Forms Differ 

"I dislike the theatre ... I like 
movies," Curtis pointed out. 

"The stage and movies are two 
different mediums. Films are much 
more subtle and natural. If you 
make a big gesture you knock 
over a camera," he explained. 

What about making movies in 
Europe, as seems to be the custom 
today ? 

"Most of the actors that go to 
Europe to make pictures go there 
because they can't get jobs here," 
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TONY CURTIS interviewed by 
Marilyn Fairfield, editor of the 
Tribune, at a recent press con- 
ference in Hollywood. 

Tony, owner of Curtis Enterprises, 
said briskly. 

"I like to make films here in 
Hollywood. The technicians are the 
best in the world." 

Are Actors Born? 

"Some people are gifted with 
acting talent," Curtis believes. He 
doesn't trust going to acting school 
for very long. "Youngsters should 
hang around with actors" to get 
the best experience. 

For hobbies he likes to paint 
and buy and drive cars, he says. 
And when asked what he would 
do if he weren't acting, Tony Cur- 
tis immediately said, "I'd be a 
brain surgeon!"

Saint Patricks Day 

St. Patrick's Day will be this Sunday and everyone will be in 
a very happy mood. But, few of us know of the real man — Saint 
Patrick. Let's turn back a few years in our history book and take 
a look. 

When he was 16, while working on his father's farm in Bonavem 
Taberniae, a band of pirates seized him and took him to Ireland 
where he was sold as a slave. He remained for 6 years and then 
escaped to France, where he became a monk. Eight years after this, 
he went back to Ireland as a missionary. 

By degrees he visited a large portion of the kingdom, and bap- 
tized great numbers as well as the Chieftains of the people. Ac- 
cording to the accounts of his Irish biographers, he founded 368 
churches, and baptized with his own hand 12,000 persons. He is 
said also to have ordained a vast number of priests, and to have 
blessed very great numbers of monks and nuns. 

St. Patrick died at a place called Saul, near Downpatrick, and 
his relics were preserved at Downpatrick down to the period of the 
Reformation. The date of his death is very much disputed; the Bol- 
landists placing it in 460, while Usher holds it to have been 493. 
No matter when he died, he is still known as a distinguished mis- 
sionary of the 5th century, commonly known as the Apostle of 
Ireland.

Is life in Costa Rica like it is 
in America? What is different? 
What do you do for entertainment? 
What is on T.V. in Costa Rica? 
Are the schools in Costa Rica like 
Pioneer High? These are some of 
the many questions that I hear al- 
most all of the time. My purpose 
with this article is to answer those 
questions. 

The schools for example are very 
different. Many young Costa Ri- 
cans go to the separate schools, 
boys in one, the girls in the other. 
(The thing that I really don't 
like.) 

The school starts at seven o'clock 
in the morning and is over at 11 
o'clock. Sometimes, we come back 
at 1 o'clock, but always we have 
two hours for lunch and "siesta." 

As freshmen or seniors we go 
half day Saturday. 

Now, for the homework! The 
students in Costa Rica have the 
whole afternoon, and we can go 
to the show at night. (If we have 
the money, which we generally 
don't.) 

Our towns and cities are little 
and we don't need schools the size 
of Pioneer. The largest Costa 
Rican high school has 1,200 stu- 
dents, and later, the National Uni- 
versity of Costa Rica, (only one) 
has 4,250 students of Law, Phar- 
macy, Agriculture, Medicine, Eco- 
nomics, Engineering, Dentistry, 
Surgery, Science, Letters and Phi- 
losophy, Music, etc. 

Other things that aren't very 
nice we don't have. We don't have 



Yell or Song leaders if we have 
bad grades at the end of each 
quarter. If we don't get good 
grades we lose the whole year and 
respect all fifteen of our high 
school subjects until we get good 
grades again. 

I have companions at home that 
have 8 years of high school in- 
stead of the normal period of 5 
years. But, when the school is 
over, (after a year of "torture") 
we have 3 months .of vacation, 
from December to February. 

The Costa Ricans do not have 
many things for entertainment. We 
go very, very often to see movies 
from the United States, Italy, 
Spain, France, Germany, Mexico, 
Argentine, and many other coun- 
tries. And, also the show is differ- 
ent. It is not as expensive as it is 
here, and with a dollar we can go 
to three shows in a week and it is 
not continuous, and we never have 
a double feature. 

Another difference is that Costa 
Ricans can't talk in a high voice 
or eat and clapping is not allowed 
in the theatre except in the shows 
for teenagers, Sundays at 4 p.m. 

Now, for home entertainment 
we have T.V. channels where the 
programs made in the Hollywood 
shown. For example, since two 
weeks ago the Doctor Ben Casey 
has the competition of Dr. Kildaire 
on the Costa Rican T.V. 

Besides other popular programs 
are The Untouchables, Dennis the 
Menace, Surfside 6, and the latest 
film shown in The Perry Como 
Show.

Candidates for Offices 
Get Percentage Vote 

Students will be voting for their favorite candidates March 29 but 
the turnout at the polls is not expected to be as high as the previous 
years. Last year approximately 80 per cent of the student body voted 
and the year before about 65 per cent. 

In 1961, there were three candidates for president, two for vice- 
president, two for secretary and 



two for finance chairman. In 1962, 
.there were two for president, two 
for vice-president, three for secre- 
tary and two for treasurer. In 
comparison, this year four are 
■running for president, two for 
vice-president, two for secretary 
and one for treasurer. 

Two years ago, there were two 
candidates for speaker of the 
house, two for activities chairman 
and one for pep chairman. Last 
year, three ran for speaker, three 
for activities and two for pep 
chairman. This year, three are 
running for speaker, one for ac- 
tivities and two for pep chairman. 

The office of publicity chairman 
had two candidates in 1961 but the 
next year it was changed to pub- 
lic relations where three competed. 
This year it has been split into 
publicity with three candidates and 
public relations with three also. 

The number of candidates run- 
ning for song and yell leaders var- 
ied considerably from 1961 to 
1962. Two years ago there were 15 
candidates for song leaders and 8 
for yell leaders. In 1962 there were 
12 for song leader and 10 for yell 
leaders. Between last year and this 
year there was no change in the 
number of candidates for these 
offices.

Easter Seals — and crippled children — need teen-agers to work 
in conducting Lily tag days, special events, and other activities in 
connection with the annual Easter Seal fund raising campaign March 
1 through April 14. Our help is needed also as therapy aides, at- 
tendants, recreational aides, or junior counselors at treatment cen- 
ters and camps operated year-round. 

I, and dozens of my classmates who volunteer in South Dakota, 
want you to know that the experience is rewarding. It does more 
than help the handicapped. It makes book-learning — and you — 
come alive.

Soccer is our national sport, like 
in all Latin countries but, also bas- 
ketball, boxing, baseball, golf, ten- 
nis and polo are other competitive 
sports. In Costa Rica a popular 
outdoor pastime is .hunting and 
fishing. 

Where is Costa Rica? Costa 
Rica (no Puerto Rico) is situated 
in Central America between Nica- 
ragua and Panama, and has the 
size of the state of West Virginia, 
here in the United States, with a 
population of one and a half mil- 
lion people. 

Costa Rica is fundamentally an 
agricultural country and we ex- 
port coffee, bananas, cacao, sugar, 
abaca, and wood. There is also 
manufacturing along the lines of 
textiles, cigarettes, ropes, bever- 
ages, matches, soaps, rubber prod- 
ucts, etc. 

Our very little country has 
been an example of democracy and 
freedom between the Latin Ameri- 
can countries. The head of the gov- 
ernment is the President, Francis- 
co J. Orlich; second come the Con- 
gress composed of 57 members. 
Both are elected by popular vote. 

The third power is the Judicial 
elected by the Congress. 

Now, the legal Costa Rican age 
to vote is 20 years. Also you have 
to be 21 to drive a car. The gov- 
ernment only makes exceptions if 
we have to work at 18 years, and 
if it is extremely necessary to 
drive.

When summer school starts 
June 24, a new law will go into 
effect that requires students to 
take driver training, a nine-day 
course of behind-the-wheel train- 
ing. Since it has just passed, the 
law will pertain to this year's 
freshmen only. 

Registration for summer school 
will be May 7, 8, and 9 from 5 p.m. 
in room S108. Summer school will 
end August 2. 

Courses Offered 

Courses offered for this year's 
summer school include remedial, 
review, and original credits. Mr. 
Paul Schumann, summer school 
director, says that some students 
think that "we erase a grade" 
when students take a remedial 
course in summer school, "but 
we do not. The new grade is placed 
next to the old grade so the coll- 
ege knows the student has taken 
it a second time." 

On the summer school schedule 
are several one unit courses — ar- 
chitectural and mechanical draw- 
ing, chemistry, homemaking, Ad- 
vanced Clothing, and art. Other 
courses, (which give one half unit 
credit), are Alegbra I, English l-ll, 
English lll-IV, Geometry, Govern- 
ment, Life Science, Math Skills, 
Personal Typing I, Personal Typ- 
ing II, Pre-Algebra, Psychology, 
Reading Assistance, Senior Math, 
Social Problems, Social Studies I, 
Spanish l-ll, Speech Arts, Speed 
Reading, United States History, 
Wood Shop, and World History.

Drivers Trained 

There will be four sessions of 
Driver Education offered. The first 
will be from June 17-June 28, the

Arts Given 

La Serna's summer school 
courses that are not included in 
Pioneer's summer program are 
English skills, Fine Arts apprecia- 
tion, French I-HI, Journalism, Sci- 
ence Seminar, and Typing II. 
Santa Fe offers band, ceramics, 
Conversational Spanish, English 
skills, Fin Arts Appreciation, Gen- 
eral Metal Shop, Science Seminar, 
study techniques, research and 
composition, Typing n, and weld- 
ing. Whittier offers courses in art 
crafts, Fine Arts Appreciation, 
Graphic Arts, Latin I-n, Modern 
Math, Office Machines, and Sci- 
ence Seminar. 

In 1961 there were 284 students 
attending summer school at Pio- 
neer. Last year there were 550 
students.

To Quit School

So yau want to quit school. Fine. There are many reasons why 
you should. School bores you, and it interferes with your favorite 
activities. When your parents see your report card there's always a 
scene, but it's funny how they never pay attention to what you do 
at school any other time. 



The kids at school bore you 
too. Their social cliques dominate 
school activities so that you don't 
get a chance to join the fun. You 
don't belong in school. 

Do you feel that if you could 
get a job, a sharp car, and cash, 
that it would really impress your 
parents, teachers, and friends ? 

But to get a respectable job and 
good pay one must know how to 
do something. Chances of getting 
and holding a good job are rare 
for those who haven't even finish- 
ed twelfth grade. 

1. Less than half of US employers 
consider hiring people without 
a high school diploma. By 1965 
there will be three dropouts 
for every two unskilled jobs. 

2. If hired, the dropout is low 
paid and has little chance for 
advancement. 



3. First to be laid-off in a slump, 

the dropout will be unemploy- 
ed repeatedly, with longer 
waits between jobs than a skil- 
led worker. 

4. Though many are talented, 
dropouts find it hard without 
diplomas to qualify for train- 
ing. 

5. These trends are increasing. 
There are 40,000 to 50,000 un- 
employed dropouts in Los An- 
geles County and decreasing 
number of unskilled opportuni- 
ties due to automation greet 
future dropouts. 

Teenagers cannot escape these 
facts. With average intelligence 
one can go far, but first you must 
learn something. You don't have 
to be a "brain", just take courses 
in school that develop a skill you 
can use. And never give up with- 
out really trying in school. 



Is Censorship Fair to 
Teens or Is it Foul? 

Ingenue Student Press Service — 

The slogan of National Library Week — April 21-27 this year — was 
"Reading— THE FIFTH FREEDOM— Enjoy it." This slogan sparked 
Ingenue Magazine's inquiry in its April issue into censorship of books 
and what teens can and should do about it. 

Is Censorship Fair to Teens?, the Ingenue article, points out that 
censorship can come from unex- 
pected sources. It examines the 
effects of outside self-interested 
groups in the community, parental 
censorship, and the "brawn-over- 
brain" censorship of teens them- 
selves. A senior in a North Caro- 
lina high school, for example, said 
that rather than be labeled a book- 
worm by her crowd, when someone 
would call and ask what she was 
doing, said she was doing nothing, 
instead of telling them she was 
reading a book. 

Reading Choice 

Some teens may have experi- 
enced parental censorship of their 
reading choices. The Ingenue ar- 
ticle recommends that when faced 
with this problem, you discuss it 
with your parents, bring them re- 
views o fthe book to read, and in- 
vite them to talk with your librar- 
ian about your choice. 

In the April issue, Ingenue gave 
a loud "no" to censorship, but re- 
minded teens that the other side 
of the coin is guidance. 

The libraries of America are 
tremendous "natural resources" 
not to be conserved, but to be 
used. Exercise your fifth freedom, 
says Ingenue, and read, read, read !

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Biology, Physics, Chemistry 

Experimental Wonders 
In High School Science 

Look at the chemistry books, the biology books, and the physics 
books and find a study of life and of the things that add to life to make 
it more enjoyable. 

This study of life is made by the Pioneer Biology classes where the 
password is progress. In the first year of the school's existence, there 
was just one biology class with 21 
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or 22 members in it. Mr. Brogan 
taught the class. The second year 
Mr. French taught one biology 
class, but the third year there 
were two classes. Now there are 
also two, but interest in the field 
is spreading swiftly. Mr. Brogan 
says that each year the number of 
-students enlisted in the classes 
offered by the Science Department 
has increased. Next year a new 
science class will be offered to 
Pioneer students called Physical 
Science, which includes the study 
of magnetism and electricity. 
The Creatures 

Progress has also touched the 
"menagerie." The amount of crea- 
tures donated to biology classes 
has increased. This year the bio- 
logical menagerie includes 25 or 
30 rats, three gopher snakes, one 
king snake, and one rattler. It also 
includes any number of frogs. Now 
the biology classes get from 35 to 
50 frogs a week. All dead frogs 
are placed in the school refrigera- 
tor in the half time between the 
carving. 

As much as students wish they 
would be, not all experiments are 
successes. A more recent one con- 
cerned a rabbit that was being ex- 
amined for blood sugar content. 
An attempt was made to remove 
blood from the rabbit's ears, but 
this was found impossible to do. 
As a result, students went to the 
rabbit's heart for blood. The rab- 
bit died. Mr. Yamasaki, a medical 
technician at Rio Hondo Hospital, 
came to Pioneer and showed stu- 
dents how to get blood out of 
rabbit's ears. 

Memories from past years in 
biology have struck to the class- 
rooms. One memory concerned an 
Open House that was held at Pi- 
oneer two years ago. That night 
Bill Brown, a biology student, for- 
got that there was an Open House 
and brought six baby skunks into 
the classroom to be descented. The 
homemaking classroom so happens 
to be "dangerously" close to the 
lab. That night 250 people in a 
room got a whiff of six baby 
skunks in the midst of a cooking 
demonstration where cakes and 
pies were being baked! 

In spite of the dark, dreary 
"thunderclouds" (and tears) of ex- 
perimental failures, success man- 
ages to make its way into experi- 
ments to brighten things. It came 
in the persons of Chris Gothold 
and Marilyn Pannell who success- 
fully removed the thyroid of a 
rat, and in the persons of Dave 
Hohenstein and Tom Ryan who 
successfully removed some adrenal 
glands, (not to mention many 
other success). Sue Rankin, who 
worked with Ivalyn Miller on the 
fateful case of "P. L.", is now con- 
d u c t i ng experiments concerning 
drugs that act on the central nerv- 
ous system such as strycheine. 
Physics and Music 

This year there is one physics 
class on the Titan campus. Mr. 
Borg, physics teacher, states that 
in his class such instruments as 
meters, x-ray materials, light 
bulbs, electric cells are used— and 
even musical instruments! For in- 
stance, there is a sonometer, of 
sound guitar. 

Then there was the time when 
five band students brought their 
instruments to the physics class- 
room to watch the sound patterns 
as they played them. A white line 
showed up on an instrument called 
the oscilloscope that bounced up 
at the sound of a high pitch made 
by some musical instrument. Thus 
a wavy line was made. Pat Wil- 
ford, Doug Christian, Dick Takacs, 
Walt Norman, and Wayne Wilkin- 
son were the band students. In- 
struments checked were the elec- 
tric guitar, the trombone, the 
trumpet, the french horn, the clar- 
inet, the saxophone, the violin, 
and the cymbal. 

Earlier this year the physics stu- 
dents enriched their knowledge as 
they took a tour of the Physics 
and Engineering Department at 
UCLA. There they saw the atomic 



pile, where experimental work on 
radio active material is done. Stu- 
dents also saw the special "quiet 
room" at the university where not 
a sound is heard — unless one 
speaks directly to someone (but if 
he truns away, not a sound!!) 

"How can this room be poss- 
ible?" this New Staff student won- 
dered. The secret is that the walls 
are covered with spun glass, there 
are no windows, and the door is 
padded. 

If there is a "quiet room" is 
there the opposite extreme? Yes, 
and it's called (what else) the 
"noisy room." Here the walls are 
treated with a special type of con- 
crete and are painted so that the 
noise bounces off from one wall to 
the other. Visions of echoes! The 
"noisy room" at UCLA is 20 feet 
square in area. 

Planning to take physics next 
year? It can be pretty valuable, 
according to Mr. Borg, "We are 
living pretty much in a technologi- 
cal age and everyone needs to 
know the terms and terminology 
so they can keep up with science," 
Mr. Borg says. 

Chemistry students can look 
back on quite a variety of experi- 
ments! Students have made soap, 
vanishing cream, and rainbows of 
colors! 

"Cloud Chamber" 

Mr. Fritch, chemistry teacher, 
says that students are working on 
radio - activity. A geiger counter 
was brought to class and plans 
were made to use the "cloud cham- 
ber." Although students will never 
see them, radio activity's alpha 
and beta particles can be tracked 
down through the use of the 
"cloud chamber." 

Fortunately, there have been 
few accidents in the chemistry 
class. However, last year Steve 
Charves, who was a senior, spilled 
sulfuric acid on his shirt and the 
shirt disintegrated! 

Mr. Fritch feels that if students 
"want to take it (science), they 
should try." He says that science 
offers a "pretty good opportunity" 
for those interested. 

So for science students at Pi- 
oneer progress is the key word. As 
Mr. Borg said in an interview — 
"The sciences have progressed 
more since the second World War 
than they did all of history prior 
to the second World War." 

Exepriemental failures or suc- 
cesses, students are gaining ex- 
perience, students are learning — 
and they are constantly progress- 
ing.

In League; Fourth District

Led by Pioneer's Mike Voigt and Manuel Bocanegra, Pioneer 
will send 15 boys to be represented in the CIF Prelims to be held 
tomorrow at Bellflower, beginning at 12. 

Last Friday the Titan Varsity copped first place in the Sub- 
urban League Finals, but could not focus enough points to win the 
overall championship from Sierra. 
Sierra was Pioneer's closest con- 
tender in the Varsity, but could 
only muster 36 points to 58 for 
Pioneer. The overall championship 
went to Sierra with a total score 
of 104 to Pioneer's even 100. The 
next closest contender was Arte- 
sia and Mayfair with scores of 
80% and 80 respectively. 

Mike Voigt warranted three 
gold medals as he led the Pioneer 
Varsity to an easy victory over 
a cut-down Sierra team. Voigt 
took first in the 100 with a record 
breaking time of 10.2 and 22.6 in 
the 220. The one who stayed 
glued to Voigt for the night was 
another Pioneer boy, Lyle Sarver. 
Sarver didn't earn a first place, 
but was instrumental in Voigt's 
top honors. Sarver placed third in 
the century and along with Bill 
Oker teamed to give Pioneer a 
sweep in the 220. Dick Bergenthal 
earned a first in the broad jump 
with a leap of 207%", and Bill 
Oker set a new school record in 
the 440 with a time of 51.1. Mark 
Johnson also set a new school 
record in the half-mile with the 
time of 1:59.7. John Hertzberg of 
Sierra was in his usual form 
rampling to victories in both hur- 
dles events coasting to a new 
league record in the 120 H. H. in 
14.6, and eked out a win in the 
180 L. H. Born of La Serna took 
first in the shot with another 
league record of 56'%". 
Bocanegra Coasts

an easy victory in the mile and 
broke his old league mark of 
4:40.6 by 8 seconds. Manuel might 
have done better if he had some- 
one pushing him, as his nearest 
competitor was some 200 yards 
behind.

Pio- 
neer set a new school record at 
the District Meet nosing out a 
determined Sierra team in the 
time of 1:32.4.

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Survey Reveals Causes 

'Cheaters Never Win ; 
Winners Never Cheat 7

"Cheating: Is Everybody Doing It?" marked a survey conducted by 
Ingenue magazine. In 1962, a survey showed that 87 percent of those 
polled had, at one time, or another, cheated in school. These were 
average teeens. Ingenue's survey showed that only 30 percent of those 
polled had never cheated, and they had trouble keeping others from 
copying off of them. 

"In your day . . . knowledge 
came first, marks were secondary. 
But now it's marks, marks, marks ! 
Who cares about an E for effort 
. . . it's A's or nothing," was the 
reply to a question asking why 
cheating was now a major problem 
in most high schools and colleges. 

Most teens queried were con- 
cerned about the usually wide- 
spread cheating said, "It's just not 
right" . . . "You worked to got an 
89.6 average and then you may not 
make the honor roll. But many 
kids who cheated made it."

4. (d) Pump the brake pedal gently but 
firmly, particularly on wet or icy pave- 
ment.

If 
you were traveling 60 m.p.h. and saw 
something in the road, it would take 
about % of a second for your brain to 
transmit tho impulse to your foot. In that 
time you travel 66 feet . . . and you don't 
have your foot on the brake yet!
